Thiers, the first 
President after the disastrous 1870-71 war, 
and with a reputation beyong the domain 
of politics, is worth exactly 15 francs 
(12s, 6d.) no’ more, no. less. M. Mac- 
Mahon ronks higher; a visiting card 
with two: lines of the Marshal’s hand- 
writing recently ‘sold for as much as 20 
francs (16s, 10d.) .M. Jules Grévy’s auto- 
graph realized as much aos that-of ‘Le 
Pert Thiors.”’ M, Sadi Carnot 12 to 15 
francs (10s. to 12s: 6d.), and for specimens 
of the handwriting of M. Felix: Faure 
the regular tariff is only from 5 to 6 
francs (48, to 53.) M. Casimier Porier and 
M: .Loubet are both worth from 2 francs 
to 5 frances (Is, 8d. to 4s.) to the autograph 
collector. “As for the retiring President, 
M.. Fallitres, his signature has apparently 
not yet risen’ to the dignity of being 
catalogued.
